By a final unanimous vote of 13- 
0, the senators of Associated Stu 
dents, Inc approved their 1983-84 
budget Thursday evening 

The $412,800 budget. ac 
lated from the $10 student activi- 


umu 


ties fee allocated each semester to 


the student-run corporation, won 


approval after two earlier attempts 
to finalize and ratify the budget 
failed 

The budget finalization meet 
INg was the third attempt to 
approve the budqet Due to noor 


attendance at two previous budget 
finalization meetings. the budget 
approval process was delayed 


until it finally met approval 
i nursday 
A necessary quorum of 12 out 


of the 17 student senators was 
reached Thursday for the appr 
al of the ASI Finance Committee 
recommendations for the alloca 
trons to the various programs 
grants and departments 

The senators were commended 
for their performance in approving 
the budget by ASI faculty advisor 
Wally Etterbeek, Executive Direc- 
tor Steve Berlin, and Financia! 
Vice President Mark Armstrong 

Overall | am very proud of the 
buGget process this year.’ Arm 
strong said. ‘The senators showed 
a great deal of responsibility and | 
think that the approval of this 
budget will move the ASI ina good 
direction for next year. It (the 
budget) is a good planning docu 
ment for next year's senate t 
will provide them with a clear 
direction of where we think the AS} 


should go 
Armstrong, aiso chair of the 
finance committee. said the 


delays in the final approval of the 
budget did not create a major 
probiem 

Time-wise, the process was OK 

the budget process does take 
time,” said Armstrong. Consider 
ing some of the diametrically 
Opposing viewpoints that the 
senators have, it was remarkable 
that they reached a comproniise in 
the amount of time they did 

The $412 800 budget is an est) 
mation of the finances for the 
1983-84 academic year and is 
based on the projected amount of 
students that will attend CSUS in 
the next academic year 

The allocation recommenda 
tions the senators voted on were

Barkdull Up For lowa Post

The University of Northern 
lowa announced Friday that CSUS 
Executive Vice President Sandra 
Barkdull is one of seven finalists 
vying for the presidency at the 
State university in Cedar Falls 

Barkdull, 46, will fly to lowa for 
interviews by the university's 11- 
member presidential search tearn 
sometime this month. She will 
then interview before a nine- 
member board of regents, who 
make the final selection in June 

Should Barkdul! be chosen and 
accept the lowa presidency, aterm 
to begin in the fail of this year, 
CSUS would be left without its two 
top administrative officials. 

President W. Lioyd Johns 
announed his resignation last 
month to take over the presidency 
at Gallaudet College for the Deaf 
in Washington, D.C. next fall.

A former college for 
teachers founded in 1876, the UNI 
'S Now the smallest of three state 
universities in lowa with an enroil- 
ment of about 11,000. Although 
teacher preparation remains 
Strong, UNI also boasts a strong 
business and science curriculum 

Nominated by an outside party, 
Barkdull reached the finals froma 
field of 110 applicants and nomi- 
nees. She is the only woman 
among the finalists which include 
president's from Murray State 
University in Kentucky, Slippery 
Rock College in Pennsylvania and 
State University of New York at 
Geneseo 

A move to the lowa presidency 
would dramatically increase 
Barkdull's present salary of 
$54,144 as well as her prestige. 
Current UNI President John 
Kamerick's annual pay is reported 
at $73,000 


Barkdull has served as the 
second in command at CSUS for 
five years, running the day-to-day 
operation of the university. Among 
her responsibilities are the univer- 
Sity budget, academic support 
areas and the overall institutional 
planning of the campus 

Prior to her current position, 
Barkdull served as academic 
vice president, associate dean and 
professor of mathematics at 
CSUS 

Alan Wade, chairman of the aca- 
demic senate which Barkdull is 
administrative liaison to, has high 
praise for her administrative abili- 
ties despite oscasional differences 
in the past. 

“Sandra Barkdull has demon- 
strated herself to be a hard work- 
ing and dedicated public servant,” 
said Wade. “She certainly would 
be the right candidate for a higher 
administrative position.”

The ASI Board of Justice 
decided Thursday to hear two of 
six election complaints filed by 
various groups or individuals 
involved with the elections. One 
complaint was withdrawn before 
they could act, acomplaint filed by 
presidential candidate Chris 
Hyers against one opponent, Ron 
Pizer 


In a letter to the ASI election 
coordinator Herman Adams, State 
Hornet Editor-in-Chief Robert 
Price withdrew the newspaper- 
sponsored resolution yesterday 
from the upcoming elections 


The original intent of the reso- 
lution was to provide The State 
Hornet with a guaranteed source 
of income from ASI. The resolu- 
tion asked for 25 cents of existing 
student fees to be directly allo- 
ciated to The State Hornet. 

Price decided to withdraw the 
complaint and the resolutiion des- 
pite action taken by the ASi Board 
of Justice Thursday that found the 
resolution valid and deserving of 
further attention. 

The board also decided to hear 
another complaint filed by presi- 
dential candidate, Chris Hyers. 
That complaint alleges Pizer and

Past elections have seen as few 
as five percent of the students 
voting 


Adams said many factors will 
combin’; to pique student interest 
inthe elections. One of those is the 
number of compiaints filed with 
Officials about the elections. As 
many as eight or ten complaints 
have been filed 


Solo Candidate Acevedo Sets 


Another factor Adams cites as 
promoting interest inthe elections 
are the four main tickets vying for 
office Past elections have seen 
only two or three siates com- 
peting 

Fecent controversial actions by 
the state and federal government 
are also expected to add to the 
number of voters. Several issues 
such as fee increases and with 
holding financial aid for draft res- 
istors have become important 
issues in the election platforms 


Adams says he hopes a drawing 
will help bolster student involve- 
ment at the polis tomorrow. The 
drawing will also advertise ASI 
programs, he said 


Tickets for the drawing will be 
given away free by the poll 
workers. Adams said students 
dont need to vote to get a ticket 
but he expects everyone who does 
get aticket to vote. ‘If you re going 
to stop and take the time to fill out 
the ticket,” said Adams, “! would 
certainly hope that you would take 
the time to vote 

Prizes for the drawing have 
been provided by various ASI pro- 
grams. They include windsurfing 
and sailing lessons from the Aqua- 
tics Center, a bicycle valued at 
$250 from the Mountain Wolf 
Sports, a set of luggage from Uni 
versity Travel and several season

Sights On Senate Chair Slot

Chris Acevedo is a man buck- 
ing the system. He is running as an 
independent candidate for the ASI 
senate chair 

According to Acevedo, no solo 
candidate has won in quite a while. 

I'm the first independent candi- 
date in at least 15 years," said the 
22-year-old Government major, 
“but if |wasn't optimistic | wouidn't 
be running.” 

Acevedo does not see his inde- 
pendent status as a handicap 
Rather he said it is an asset to his 
candidacy. “! don't owe favors to 
anybody. | can be more fair to the 
entire campus,” he said 

Acevedo views his candidacy 
as an offens‘ve against the present 
voting system at CSUS. Specifi- 
cally, the policy that mandates 
casting a vote for an executive 
ticket, rather than individuals. The 
senate chair is not technically an 
executive position. In recent elec- 
tions, however, the executive 
tickets have also named a senate 
chair candidate as part of their 
slate 

According to Acevedo, only 
once in the last few years has a 
senate chair from one slate been 
elected to serve with an opposing 
executive board 

Acevedo suid electing a senate 
chair who is affiliated with an 
executive slate “goes against the 
whole notion of the American pol- 





itical structure. It could lead to 
totalitarianism.” 

Acevedo, frustrated with “ma- 
chine politics,” said he has more to 
offer the campus than his oppo- 
nents who are part of a ticket 

“| think they (opponents) are 
going to groups and making prom- 
ises,” he said. “If they deliver, it will 
be at the expense of the ‘little 
guy.’ Acevedo said some cam- 
Pus organizations are “being used 
for a political advantage and then 
not represented fairly in the 
senate.” 

If elected, Acevedo said he 
would guide the senate towards 
issues and policies that have a 
direct effect upon students. 

“The senate needs \o be more 
aware of what effect student 


government decisions can have on 
policies that affect students.” 
Acevedo also mentioned contacts 
in the state Capito! who can heip 
expedite pro-student legislation 

“My experience in state govern- 
ment has given me access to the 
people who make the decisions 
that affect students,” he said 

Acevedo has prior governmen- 
tal experience. He was a student 
senator at Palomar Community 
College in San Diego. He is active 
in the Model United Nations at 
CSUS where he is the representa- 
tive for India. Acevedo is currently 
a member of the University Union 
Board of Directors. He boasts a 
100 percent attendance record at 
that group's meetings. 

Claiming his opponents are 
“too ideological,” Acevedo has 
taken a specific stance on some of 
the issues in the election 

He is for The State Hornet initia- 
tive and CalPIRG's initiative, stat- 
ing “The students ought to have 
the right to make that choice 
(about funding for both organiza- 
tions). " 

Acevedo is concerned about a 
proposed structure on campus 
intended to house some of United 
Cable Tribune's cable TV opera- 
tion. He said the area intended for 
this building was slated in the 
CSUS master-pian for on-campus 
fraternity housing. “UCT would be 
getting tree state land at the stu- 
dents’ expense,” said Acevedo.

Wright: Pesticide Use Conquers Nature

lf you have something that 
bothering you, throw a siua 
center chemical on it and kill it 
said Angus Wright, director of 
environmental studies, in an effort 
to explain the philosophy of pest 
management 

Wright spoke inthe CSUS Little 
Theatre Thursday on ‘Cultural 
Vulnerability and Environmental 
Abuse The Pesticide case’ His 
lecture was one of the events 
sponsored by the environmental 
studies department during their 
two day symposium on Environ- 
mental Degradation and Cultural 
Conflict 

Chemical contro! is an attempt 
by humans to dominate nature 
said Wright, who called chemical 
contro! “ecologically naive’ and 

self-destructive’ 

The use of chemicals greatly 
disturbs the rest of the ecosystem, 
he said. When chemicals are used 
to kill pests, the predators of these 
pests are also killed Conse 
quently, drastic reductions in the 
number of predators ieave the area

Tne Associated Students, Inc 
(ASI) Senate approved a five-year 
innual allocation of $43,000 t 
intercollegiate athletics Thursday 
as the senate finalized ASI's 1983- 
84 budget 

The senate last Tuesday 
approved the concept of a five- 
year guaranteed funding contract 
with athletics, but left the dollar 
amount to be decided at Thurs- 
day's budget finalization meeting 

The $43,000 figure represents a 
$2,000 decrease from ASI's 1982- 
83 allocation to athletics, and 
$7,000 less than the department 
requested for the next fiscal year 

As the senate debated and 
amended the finance committee's 
budgetrecommendations, no 
objections were raised to the 
$43,000 proposed for athletics 
Co-athletic director Irene Shea, 
responsible for athletics’ budget, 
could not be reached for comment 
on the senate's action 

Two other athletics-related 
programs did not fare as well at 
Thursday's meeting 

Following a debate punctuated 
by charges of racist-tinged lobby- 
ing, the senate voted to cut the 
Aquatic Center's capital acquisi- 
tion request from $10,000 to 
$9,300. The senate also slashed 
the proposed allocation for the

I'm upset. | was readying a scathing editorial on 
the excessive amount of money spent on cheering for 


two teams 


Never mind that at last count there were 19 sports 
still surviving budget cuts. Never mind that women's 
sports are almost totally ignored (the pep squad 
showed up for part of the last half of the women's 
basketball game against San Francisco State — the 


game for the conference crown). 


When the boys and girls at AS/ do finally get 
together, they wield their budget scalpel like a skilled 
brain surgeon. They carved $1,500 from next year's 
spiritieaders. But that still leaves the squads in 
decent shape (better than some other organizations) 

The pep squads will receive $5,000 and possibly 
the maintenance free use of the AS! van for traveling. 
Those “cheapskates” at ASI are going to make them 


pay for the gas, though. 


By comparison, The State Hornet was also sliced 
skillfully. Last year the paper received $5,700 from 


$2,050, plus an equal amount in the form of an adver- 
tising grant 

Argue all you will about the quality of the State 
Hornet but the paper provides a direct job-related 
experience to students which isn't limited solely to 
journalism students. And the paper does inform the 
campus Of activities, thus performing a service for the 
whole student population, not just a few 

CSUS Director of Business Affairs Mernoy Harri- 
80N gave me a good argument in favor of funding the 
pep squads for just two sports: there isn't anyone to 
cheer to at the other sports.

However, | still can't justify the amount given to the 
Spiritleaders 

Apparently, though, |'m in the minority. Last year

You guessed correctly if by astute Perry Mason 
reasoning you figured out the money went to the pep 
squads. Funny thing though. The money isn't listed 
as an expenditure on the 1982-83 athletics budget 
On the pep squad budget the athletics department is 
listed as the source of the extra $4,000 

| know that if you have read this far you want to 
know where ASi got the extra money to allocate to 
athletics so that athletics could allocate it to the pep 
squads. The answer, of course, is 

Instructionally Related Activities. Yes, the funding 
magic that works at higher levels of the bureaucratic 
spiderweb works just as effectively at the lower end. | 
guess worth is measured not by what you have to 
offer but who you know. 

So what are the pep squads going to do this time 
around? It took $6,500 (plus money they raised) to 
cheer on the football and men's basketball teams last 
year. As stated earlier, $1,500 has been keenly carved 
from that amount by those penny pinching folks at 
ASI.

Certainly we cannot be 
merely to deplore the conditions in the 
research laboratories, but the lack of alternatives at 
present offers little choice This dilemma has been 
idmirably resolved by the Mobilization for Animals 
Rather than demanding immediate abolition of all 
rese the group calls instead for an end to exper- 
ments in which animals are not anesthitized before 
being operated upon.

Insensitivity Towards Needs 


The disadvantage of President Reagan's proposed 
1983-84 budget for financial aid to college students 
neavily outweighs its supposed benefits 

This budget calls for six financial aid programs 
currently available to be consolidated into three, a 
work-study program, a grant program, and a loan 
program. thereby reducing administrative costs. The 
targeted programs are Supplemental Education 
Opportunity Grants (GEOG), National Direct Student 
NOSL), State Student Incentive Grants 
Guaranteed Student Loan (GSL), Pell Grants 
and Work-Study 

Though cutting expensive government operating 
costs is an admirable goal, the results of the Reagan 
administration's proposals may prove devastating for 
those in need of financial aid. Some financial aid 
programs are supplemental to others and the pro- 
posed budget does not just consolidate operations 
but eliminates new funding for SEOG, SSIG and 
NOSL. The demise of SEOG will affect Pell Grant and 
Cal-Grant recipients since tougher aid eligibility 
standards have also been proposed which would 
require those applying for Pell Grants to pay a min- 
imum of 40 percent of attendance costs. SEOG also 
helps subsidize the Cal-Grant program 

The administration has further proposed that all 
students applying for the GSL program prove finan-

cial need, regardless of family income. This require 
ment could lead to a tightening up of the system that 
may squeeze students from middle income families 
out of the program 

Students are already being faced with increased 
fees from budget cuts at the state level which could 
lead to an increase in those needing financial aid 
Consolidation of aid administration could be a viable 
way to free more funds from operating costs and 
channel them to students, where they are needed 
Instead, consolidation has been coupled with tougner 
qualifying standards which could eliminate the 
opportunity for a college education for many 


Political insensitivity toward students needs and 
the future of education appear to be spreading 
Though the educational short-sightedness of politi- 
cians may seem deplorable, the lack of student 
awareness and activism for their own cause appears 
equaily blind. Unti! students become more poiitically 
active and a larger block of the voting public, educa- 
tion will undoubtedly remain the target of unfair 
budget proposals and cuts. Proposed fee increases at 
CSUS have made more students aware of the need for 
political action and hopefully the Reagan administra- 
tion's proposed budget for college students wil! do 
the same

If you happen to be on the CSUS campus this

Dr. Elmo Slider, CSUS tennis coach and the guid- 
ing force behind the CSUS summer program, is to be 
commended for establishing such a fine program. 
The NYSP at CSUS is rated among the top five 
nationally out of 120 programs across the country 

Appartently there have been some problems in the 
past concerning the use of some facilities on campus 
by the program. Those complaining must realize the 
importance of this program and seek to accomodate 
wherever they can 

This program is not just another youth-jock 
oriented endeavor. These kids are brought here from 
areas where they probably would not have the oppor-
